Senators Foraker, Republican, Morgan, Tarple, Mills, Daniel, Democrats, hare de- 
cided to make a minority report for the recognition of tbe Cuban republic.

other six support tbe report, leaving out the recognition of the present government.

The Senate Cuban Resolutions. 


Washington. April 13.—The following is thd full text of the majority resolu- 


tions reported In the senate by Senator Ca;l?, chairman of the foreign relations 
committee: 


Whereas, The abhorent conditions which have 


existed more than three years in the island of Cuba, 
so near our own borders, have shocked the moral 
sense of the people of the United States, have beenja 
disgrace to Christian civilization, culminating, as 
they have, in the destruction of the United States 
battleship, Maine, with 266 of its officers and crew 
while on a friendly visit in the harbor of Havana, 
and cannot longer be endured, as has been set 
forth by the president of the United States in his 
message to congress April u, 1898, upon which ac- 
tion by congress is invited; therefore, 


Resolved, First. That the People of the island 


of Cuba are, and of right ought to be, free 
and independent. 


Second. That it is the duty of the United 


States to demand, and the government of

DREAD OF WAR 


IN HAVANA 


Hostilities Expected to Cause Riots in 


the Cuban Capitol. 


Key Weit, Fla., April 13.—Great Inter- 


est Ii felt here In tbe preparatloni made 
bv the government officials to land troops 
in Cuba should each a step become neces- 
•aty. An officer of high rank with the 
Beet, when questioned on the subject uid 
that while be wai not aware of any snob 
arrangement having been made, he pre- 
sumed tbe necessary steps In that direc- 
tion bad been taken. He added that tbe 
fleet itielf could not transport a sufficient 
number of men to make an efficient land- 
ing party. Therefore, transport" muit be 
provided, a« It will be necessary to disem- 
bark a strong force of troops In Cuba, 
failing which the first few ibota Orrd are 
likely to be the ilgnal for rioting In the 
city of Harsna and elsewhere, notably In 


the provinces of Matanzas and Pinar del 
Slo, in which case many lives will be 
sacrificed. 


A Spaniard of position said to an Eng- 


lishman just before tbe latter left Havana 
on Saturday last: "As goon as the oer 
tainty of war is known here there surely 
will be such a demonstration ai Havana 
hai never known before. I dread to think 
of the consequences to life and property. 
Many of tbe volunteers are mere lads ol 
18 or 14 years of age. They have never 
handled riQei until recently, and they 
have no idea bow to handle them proper 
ly. Tbefe bays, e-en If they wanted to 
da 10, oould not keep their rifle* out o 
tbe hands ot tbe rebels. The government 
cannot famish protection and w« shall be 
truncate If we are able to iare on 
skins."

Declarations as to the Maine. 


Washington, April 18.—Consul General 


Lee was before tbe senate committee on

He said 


that in bis opinion there was no room Co 
donbt that the destruction of the vessel 
was due to Spanish agencies.

the committee. 


'I mean the Spanish officials," he re- 


plied, "bat cot- General Blanco.

Speaking of tha grounds for Interven- 


tion he says: 


We owe it to our citizens In Cnba to 


afford them that protection and Indem- 
nity for life and property wbteh no gov- 
ernment there can or will afford, and to 
that end to terminate tbe conditions that 
deprive them of local protection. * * * 
The long trial has proved that the objsot 
for which Spain bat wagud tbe war can- 
not be attained. Tbe fire of Insnrreotlon 
may flame or may smoulder with varying 
seasons, but It has not been and It is plain 
that it cannot be extinguished by present 
methods. The only hope of relief and re- 
pose from a condition which cannot long- 
er be endured Is the enforced pacification 
nf Caba. In the neme of humanity, in 
tbe name of civilization, in behalf of on- 
datgered American interests which give 
n; the right and the dnty to speak and to 
act, tbe war in Cnba must stop. 


In view of these declarations the presi- 


dent's determination to make Cuba free 
cannot be befogged by his enemies or 
those who hold only superficial views and 
it must therefore be admitted in all fair- 
ness that when the president decided upon 
Intervention without recognition bo did H 
because in his judgment it was the better 
way to reaeh tbe desired result—the free- 
dom of Ccba from Spanish role and Span- 
ish intervention with the least embar- 
rassment.

The most Important question of tbe 


day has been and still Is what Is the 
proper manner In which the United States 
should act toward Spain in regard to the 
existing conditions of Cnba; and whether 
or not tbia government has a right to 
intervene, and if so, what course it should 
pnnna. The president ban chosen inter 
vention M justifiable In the one sense and 
as better than recognition in the other. 
There are those who do not agree with the 
president, bnt as he and those who dis- 
agree with him agree on the main propo 
sltion, namely, thai Cuba should be free, 
these differences may be disonsied fairly 
and dispassionately. 


In the excitement and (be universal de- 


sl*e to achieve the great end—the freedom 
of Cuba—the means and methods «ro Im- 
portant in view ef the facts that our con- 
duct will be reviewed in the higl <k courts 
of civilized nations of the world, and the 
people shonld|panse and consider the legal 
status of tbe case and ascertain how sim- 
ilar oases have bean treated in the past, 
and with what results so that we may pro- 
seed upon the best methods. 


II mnst be borne in mind that when we 


give oar ultimatum to Spain, and, in 
case she refuses to accede to it and rejects 
it and we proceed to enfocpe It, tbe peti- 
tion of the United States mast be un- 
equivocally sustainable, for undoubtedly 
questions will arise with other great 
powers during hostilities. If we have 
proceeded according to tbe principles of 
International law, as they are generally 
accepted by the cations of the civilized 
world, they will reougnlze tbe justice of 
our cause and refuse to aid onr opponents, 
and wa will thus be assured of their abso- 
lute neutrality, If not of their aid and 
support. 


The president In his last note to Spain, 


in an explanatory cable, notified It that 
he meant the absolute Independence of 
Cnba when he used the words "self-gov- 
ernment," and his menage more clearly 
presents a plan to secure that Independ 
enoe. Be clearly sets forth as his reason 
fur Interference that Spain Is powerless 
to entorct her sovereignty in Cuba and 
this means that he proposes, If congress 
gives him authority, backed by the power 
of the army and navy, to see that Spain 
evannatos Cuba. So tbere can be no rea- 
sonable doubt as to his intentions 
to the freedom of Caba. 


He has chosen, however, to Intervene 


without recognizing tbe existing govern- 
ment, leaving that as a future act after 
Spain has been disposed of. This he does 
to avoid complication* with otbei nations 
which migbs arise under a different pro- 
cedure. The question la the correctness 
of bis position. Tbe president in support 
of bis views In toll respect says in bis 
message: 


Nor from tbe standpoint of expedience 


do I think Itwonld be viles or prndent 
(or this government to recognise at the 
present time tbe inBependaoeefDf theso- 
eslled Cohan Republic.

WAR REVENUE MEASURE, 


Plans to Realize $608,000,000 to Do 


Battle With Spain.

ASHINGTON, April 13.—The Republican members of tho 


ways and means committee have agreed upon a plan for rais- 


ing revenue, in case of need, to carry on war with Spain. The plan 


will raise more than $100,000,000 additional revenue annually and 


is thus distributed: 


An additional tax on beer of $i per barrel, esti- 


mated to yield $35,000,000. 


A bank stamp tax, on the lines of the law of 


1866, estimated to yield $30,000,000. 


A duty of 3 cents per pound on coffee and 10 


cents per pound on tea, and a like amount of inter- 
nal tax on stocks of coffee and tea on hand in the 
United States, estimated to yield $28,000,000. 


Additional tax on tobacco, expected to yield $15,- 


000,000. 


The committee also agreed to authorize the issuing of $500,- 


000,000 on bonds. These bonds are to be offered for sale at all 


postoffices in the United States in amounts of §50 each, making a 


great popular loan to be absorbed by the people. 


To tide over emergencies the secretary of the treasury will be 


authorized to issue treasury certificates. 
These certificates or de- 


bentures are to be used to pay running expenses when the revenues 


do not meet the expenditures. These preparations are distinctly 


war measures and would be put in operation only should war occur.
